President Roosevelt left the train 
at Forsythe Junction, three mllee out 
The president was met at Horsythe 
Junction by members of the national 
cocamisslon o£ the World's f&lr, a re- 
ception committee, headed by Presi- 
dent Francis and a crowd of spectar 
tors For an hour before the presiden- 
tial train arrived, troops of militia and 
squadrons of police were stationed 
about the p^t o( disembarkation to 
prevent a crash. 

President RfK>spv( It was arrompan- 
led by Gov. Dockory, who htad joined 
the train at Keokuk, la. As the presi- 
dent stepped off the rear end of his 
car President Francis seized President 
Roosevelt's hand and gave him an in- 
formal welcome to St, lyouis. After 
a brief reception the president was 
escorted to a carriage. Mayor Wells, 
Senator Carter end Secretary Loeb 
rode with ther president directly to the 
food roads convention in Odeon hall. 

People were congregated along the 
streets and wildly cheered as the 
president passed. He continually 
doffed his hat in acknowledgnent 
Odeon hall was packed. The president 
noke of good roads In tOnee which 
snowed as well as his words that he 
was thoroughly in sympathy with the 
object of the Good Roads' associa- 
tion. 

From Odeon hall the president was 
driven- at a sharp trot to St Louis 
university. A few minutes were spent 
at the university. Then the president 
and other guests repaired to the home 
of Mr. Francis for dinner. 

Qrover Cleveland Wednesday night 
arrived over the B. A O. 8. W. rail 
road. A large reception committee 
waited more than 80 minutes for the 
former president. In the meantime 
the train from Washington, bearing 
the members of the diplomatic corps, 
arrived 80 minutes before the commit- 
tee had looked for it The diplomats 
were promptly taken in hand by the 
committee and escorted to the quar- 
ters assigned to them.

The Kruptive Influencee Seem to ne 
Centered Right at the Crown of 
tha Mountain, But No Lava 
Hss Appeared. 

Vancouver, B. 0.. April SO.— A dia 
patch from Frank, a mining town in 
Southwestern Alberta, says: A tre- 
mendously loud reverberation shook 
the whole valley of the Old Man's riv- 
er Wedneeday morning at 4:10 o'clock 
and beCore the Inhabltanta had awak- 
ened to a roalizatlon of the Impending 
danger, from the top of Turtle moon- 
tain there wera hortad millloaa ol 
tons ot rock. 

The Frank minea, across the river 
from tha town, wera seen to be buried 
under hundreds of feet of rock Just 
aa the morning light was breaking. 
Inside of live minutes from the first 
thunderous shock and before half of 
the town realized what had happened 
a small force of men bad started to 
the relief of the miners despite the 
great risk they ran of being burled 
under the rocks, which was still being 
precipitated from the lofty mountain 
top. The volunteer relief force was 
unable to get into the mine. The dis- 
aster was merciful to thoee who were 
employed above ground in that thegr 
must have been killed Instantly. 

Most of the men imprisoned in the 
mine, whose death at first seemed cer- 
tain, got out alive late Wednesday aft- 
ernoon. There were 17 men in the 
mine. Two died from snttocation. but 
the other worked their way out un 
Injured after oitting their way through 
3f> feet of debris. One of the men who 
escaped went home after emerging 
from tha mine and found his house 
deetn^^ and bis wtta and sis childrfn 
dead. - 

The disaster was not confined to 
the vicinity of the mine alone, for 
many of the dwelling houses In the 
town of Frank were demolished by 
the falling rock. Some of the occu- 
pants of these housee escaped death, 
but many others were instantly Idlled. 
it Is conservatively estlmate<l that the 
loss of life will exceed 100 and the 
latest returns place the number of 
dead at 112. 

When reports coneeming the mag- 
nitude of the disaster and details con- 
cerning It began to come In from trust- 
worthy men. it transpired that the 
earth had opene<l for three (jiiai tiTS of 
a mile In length and ffir many f<-et in 
width, and that the whole northern 
face of Turtle mountain had slipped 
from place. 

The shock resultant \ipon the p'-e 
eipit.ation of the tons of rock Into tho 
valley while actually demolishing fev 
of the houses, so shook the founda- 
tions of most of the dwellings in tlio 
town that they are unsafe to live in 
and many people will have to live In 
the oiK»n air or under such temporary 
shelter as may be pro( mable. The 
railroad track for a distance of two 
miles or more east i f ti e station Is 
covered with from 10 to 20 feet of rock 
and the telegraph wires sre down. 

At Wednesday the rock was 

Still falling on the town from Turtle 
mountain and it i.s ilutiKoroiis to ven- 
ture wlthi(i half a mile of the mine 
workings. 

It is believed that the disrup- 
tion of Turtle mountain was brought 
about by a seisinl<- di'^t iirbnive. al- 
though there are people who <leclare 
that the origin of the upheaval waa 
volcanic. No lava has been seen, and 
aside from the snioke from the moun- 
tain the atmo.^phere Is clear. There 
is, however, no explanation for the 
continued upheaval of rock The erup- 
tive Influences seem to certer right 
at the crown of Tiinle mountain. 

Shot and Serleuely Wounded. 

Chicago, April SO. — Frank Durbin, 
a young man well known among sport- 
ing characters, was shot and seriously 
wounded in the Dearborn station by 
John Harmon, a bookmaker. The lat- 
ter asserted Durbin had aipoyed hia 
wife with attentiooa.
